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Reviews Work: 


Looks Ahead 


A 20-page mimeograph ‘“‘pro- 
gress report” from Charles W. 
Eliot, city. planning consultant, 


has been issued and copies may 
be obtained by all-interested per- 
sons. 

“Over the past six years a great 
deal of time and thought has gone 
into planning for the best devel- 
opment of Upland and a great 
deal has been accomplished,” 
Eliot said in an introduction. 

The report i$ divided into vari- 
ous sections, including: major 
streets and highways plan; com- 
munity design plan and subdivi- 
sion regulation; other street and 
highway problems; master plan 
of recreation and schools; civic 
center or master plan for public 
buildings; master plan of 
use; business center and parking 
and other planning problems. 

Mr. Eliot has outlined objec- 
tives for the next 12 months. “Be- 
fore the end of the next fiscal 
year,” he said, “with some addi- 
tional work by your consultant, 
it should be possible to: 

“1. Complete action on the mas- 
ter plan of streets and highways 
and community design, with trans-

We cannot leave these decisions solely to those in 
authority. We must grapple with the issues and contribuie our 
thoughts to the welding of sound policies and practices. 

The heartfelt eulogies, the solemn ceremonies and the 
flowers of remembrance are a fitting part of Memorial day. 
This is as it should be. 

Our point is that these are hollow gestures without the 
daily deeds which give them meaning.
